The jury in its verdict allowed vir- 


tually the- total claim of Company A. 
The original suit was for $*,900 but 
attorneys, saying they learned in their 
investigation that consid arable pro- 
perty had been taken which bad not 
been included in the original 
suit, 


amended the complaint and sued for' 
$6,300. 


The case opened Tuesday afternoon 


in district court. The jury received 
the case about 4 p. m. yesterday and 
reported in open court at 11:30 p. m. 
It is expected it will be appealed. 


The suit was styled Company A, 


North Dakota National Guard Train- 
ing School, a corporation, vs Edmund 
A. Hughes. It was originally started 
by W. A. Anderson, assistant attorney- 
general, but prosecuted to its conclu- 
sion in district court after a vote of 
directors of Company A. 


Company A Allegations 
Company A alleged that.at the timfe 


the members left for foreign service 
there was valuable personal property 
left in the armory. When they re- 
turned it was gone. The directors of 
Company A who authorized the bring- 
ing of the suit wjre iMajor A. B. 
Welch, L. H. Lengley, Ferris Cord 
ner and Ward Preston. Among the 
-mo-t active in prosecuting the case 
was Herman Brocopp, who was dec- 
orated in France for bravery. 


The personal p'roperty which Com 


pany A alleged that Mr. Hughes COB 
verted to his own use included 6." 
steel lockers, part of which it was al- 
leged were taken to the coal mine at 
Beulah; a steam boiler, 320 chairs, an 
electric player piano, 350 pair of roller 
skates, much furniture and rugs. It 
was alleged by individuals that be- 
longings of individual soldiers in th 
lockers were taken, including gifts 
fram local people which could not be 
taken in foreign service under army 
regulations, but these were not in- 
cluded in the suit of the 
company. 


Company A alleged when the soldiers 
returned they found the defendant had

eral, in fighting what was called the 
railroad rate case. This money was- 
"collected for that purpose and"40- 
gether with many other citizens, I de- 
mand that you as attorney general 
of our state see to it that an account- 
fcip is given the state as to what was 
done with the fund collected.

Action will be taken. Commence- 


ment of a suit for an accounting of the 
fund, the balance of which was re- 
moved from the Bank of North Da- 
kota by P. W. Cathro, according to the' 
, attorney general, has been delayed 


only because of toe hail warrant and* 
other pressing cases before the at-- 
torney gentral. 


The attcrney general has within the' 


last few days received a fe,w letters 
from various parts of the state from 
contributors to the fund. 
He says 


that it is evident that two or three 
letters were inspired from form letters 
sent out apparently by the league or- 
ganization to stir up political enmity 
over the fund. 
Although there were 


scores of contributors to the fund 
there have been very few letters re- 
ceived. 


A resolution sent into Attorney Gen- 


eral Johnson in which- he is criticized 
demands that the money be used for 
the purpose for which it is given—to 
tight the railroad rate case. 


"That is just what the money 


should go for," Mr. Johnson remark- 
ed. ".Unpaid bills incurred to the at- 
torney selected by Mr. Lemke to han- 
dle tliis law suit more than equal the 
balance in the fund."
